Police Deny Keeping

lice Supt. James D. Rochford 
denied today that his depart- 
ment kept hundreds of dossi- 
ers on political opponents of 
Mayor Richard J. Daley, but 
defended the department’s 
practice of infiltrating various 
| “potentially dangerous” civic 
groups. 

Rochford, appointed by Da- 
ley last year, said newspaper 
charges last week that the de- 
partment compiled dossiers on 
persons who at one time or an- 
other differed with Daley 
were “completely false.” 

Rochford specifially denied 
that the department kept files 
j on the Rev. Theodore Hes- 
1 burgh, president of Notre 
Dame University, Republican 
State’s Attorney Bernard 
Carey, and columnist Mike 
Royko, author of “Boss,” a 
critical biography of Daley. 
He conceded, however, that 
these names may have been 
mentioned in dossiers main- 
tained on “only about 100” of 
Chicago’s more than 3 million 
residents.

Rochford said his depart- 
ment “welcomed any official 
review, investigation or criti- 
cism” of its intelligence activi- 
ties but denounced “trial by 
press.” 

Rochford credited his intel- 
ligence division with making 
Chicago “one of the few major 
cities which had not felt the 
wrath of terrorist attacks 
said the intelligence informa- 
within the last few years.” He 
tion also led to a number of 
key arrests, nrevented kidnap- 
ings and several potential ma- 
jor disturbances. 

Conceding that some intelli- 
gence is the result of gossip, 
hearsay and rumor, Rochford 
I insisted all files have been 
kept “confidential.” However, 
several of the civic groups that 
were infiltrated contend the 
information was freely ex- 
changed with the FBI and 
CIA.
